ALLIES CAN'T FOfiGET WRONGS 


One of the most interesting and unusual developments 


of th« Red Cross campaign to raise $100,000,000 during 
the week of June 17th, is the action of corporations in de- 
claring special lied Cross dividends. The procedure is to 
notify shareholders of the declaration of'this dividend and 
to request their permission to turn it into the nation's gi- 
gantic humanitarian fund to alleviate suffering among our 
allies and to prepare to meet the medical needs of our own 
men. 


H. P. Davison, chairman of the Red Cross War Coun- 


cil, in a letter to Cleveland H. Dodge, chairman of the 
Cova^iYK Finance. Committee, points out that this action 
by .fVHporatioiiis considered by the war council as of the 
greawst importance. At the same time Mr. Davison urges 
that there be not the slightest suggestion of coercion in 
presenting this matter to shareholders. 


"While nothing is more important to the work of the 


Red Cross than the financial support which might come to 
it through such means/' says Mr. Davison, "nothing could 
be more unfortunate than that tho Red Cross should re- 
ceive from any direction moneys that are grudgingly giv- 
en, or worse still, given under any suggestion of coercion. 
We feel that we should emphasize this, as we fear that 
very ill effects might attend even a successful financial 
campaign were it not made clear that all stockholders who 
are to receive a special dividend should thorouhly under- 
stand this position of the Red Cross with regard to con- 
tributions of this nature-" 


s A copy of Mr. Davison's letter will he sent to all share- 


holders by corporations assenting to the plan. This mak- 
ing the position of the Red Cross clear-, will, it is thought;- 
remove from the action of the corporations even the re- 
motest suggestion of pressure.

Text of the Li-son, John xx, 1-18. 


Memory Verves, 15, 1fr—Golden Text, 
I Cor. xv, 20—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


As the next lesson, will be the quar- 


terly review, we must endeavor to sum- 
marize the last two chapters In this 
lesson.

He Is 
alive forevcrmore, has the keys of 
bades and of death and has all power 
In heaven and on earth (Key. 1, 18; 
Matt, xxvlti, 18), and it Is for us to 
show these facts:in our lives that oth- 
ers may know Him too. It does seem 
an amazing thing that even Peter and 
John had not received-any; of His: say- 
ings that He would rise from the dead 
on the third day (verse 0), though he 
bad again and again so plainly said* 
so (Matt, xvl, 21; svil, 23; xx, 13, 19). 
Neither had Mary Magdalene nor1,the 
other women received these truths, 
with the one exception of' Mary of 
Bethany. 


How wonderful that He should' ap- 


,pear first to- Mary Magdalene and call 
her by name! (Uark/xvl, 0; John xx, 
1C.) 
Ills reason for not allowing her 


to touch Him is so clearly and simply 
stated in xx, 17, that we cannot but 
wonder Jhat It does not satisfy every 
one. 
The other women met Hlm-aHlt; 


tie later and held Him by the feet and 
worshiped Hlin (Matt, xxviil, 9, 10); 
so that between these two appearlngs" 
He must bave been to His" Father and 
returned. Between His death and res- 
urrection He was surely with the Fa- 
ther, according to Luke rxlil, 43, 40; 
but He was on>-H!a way to- His Father1 
in His resurrection body when He ap- 
peared to Mary and called her bj 
name. Some time that day He had a; 
special interview with Peter, then the 
walk-to Emraaus with the two, and in 
the evening He appeared'in the midst 
of those who were gathered In the up- 
per room, with the doors shut for fear 
of the Jews. 
He showed' them His* 


hands anil His side* an* twice said, 
"Peace be unto you1' (xx, 19-23). He 
also commissioned- them to go in His 
name and proclaim the forgiveness of 
sins. See also Acts xlii, S3, 30 It was 
on that evening that He said, "A Spirit 
hath not flesh and bones, as ye see Me 
have; handle Me and see that it is I

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SPECIAL RED CROSS DIVIDENDS 


Present CRiy Rttritofion 


ALLIES CAN'T FOfiGET WRONGS 


One of the most interesting and unusual developments 


of th« Red Cross campaign to raise $100,000,000 during 
the week of June 17th, is the action of corporations in de- 
claring special lied Cross dividends. The procedure is to 
notify shareholders of the declaration of'this dividend and 
to request their permission to turn it into the nation's gi- 
gantic humanitarian fund to alleviate suffering among our 
allies and to prepare to meet the medical needs of our own 
men. 


H. P. Davison, chairman of the Red Cross War Coun- 


cil, in a letter to Cleveland H. Dodge, chairman of the 
Cova^iYK Finance. Committee, points out that this action 
by .fVHporatioiiis considered by the war council as of the 
greawst importance. At the same time Mr. Davison urges 
that there be not the slightest suggestion of coercion in 
presenting this matter to shareholders. 


"While nothing is more important to the work of the 


Red Cross than the financial support which might come to 
it through such means/' says Mr. Davison, "nothing could 
be more unfortunate than that tho Red Cross should re- 
ceive from any direction moneys that are grudgingly giv- 
en, or worse still, given under any suggestion of coercion. 
We feel that we should emphasize this, as we fear that 
very ill effects might attend even a successful financial 
campaign were it not made clear that all stockholders who 
are to receive a special dividend should thorouhly under- 
stand this position of the Red Cross with regard to con- 
tributions of this nature-" 


s A copy of Mr. Davison's letter will he sent to all share- 


holders by corporations assenting to the plan. This mak- 
ing the position of the Red Cross clear-, will, it is thought;- 
remove from the action of the corporations even the re- 
motest suggestion of pressure.

THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Li-son, John xx, 1-18. 


Memory Verves, 15, 1fr—Golden Text, 
I Cor. xv, 20—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


As the next lesson, will be the quar- 


terly review, we must endeavor to sum- 
marize the last two chapters In this 
lesson. It may be a little difflcult to 
arrange all the events of the resurrec- 
tion day and of the forty day a before 
His ascension in their correct order, 
but that is a grand and comprehensive 
saying in Acts I, 3, "He shewed Him- 
self: alive by many infallible proofs." 
Then In John, xx, 31, the reason of 
John's gospel*-. "These are written that i 
ye might believe- that Jesus is the; 
Christ, the Son of God, and that believ- 
ing ye might have life through His 
nuino." In His great prayer He said 
to His Father, "This Is LifS Eternal 
that tbey might know thee, toe only 
True God, and Jesus' Christ whom 
Thou hast sent" (John zvil, 3). He Is 
alive forevcrmore, has the keys of 
bades and of death and has all power 
In heaven and on earth (Key. 1, 18; 
Matt, xxvlti, 18), and it Is for us to 
show these facts:in our lives that oth- 
ers may know Him too. It does seem 
an amazing thing that even Peter and 
John had not received-any; of His: say- 
ings that He would rise from the dead 
on the third day (verse 0), though he 
bad again and again so plainly said* 
so (Matt, xvl, 21; svil, 23; xx, 13, 19). 
Neither had Mary Magdalene nor1,the 
other women received these truths, 
with the one exception of' Mary of 
Bethany. 


How wonderful that He should' ap- 


,pear first to- Mary Magdalene and call 
her by name! (Uark/xvl, 0; John xx, 
1C.) 
Ills reason for not allowing her 


to touch Him is so clearly and simply 
stated in xx, 17, that we cannot but 
wonder Jhat It does not satisfy every 
one. 
The other women met Hlm-aHlt; 


tie later and held Him by the feet and 
worshiped Hlin (Matt, xxviil, 9, 10); 
so that between these two appearlngs" 
He must bave been to His" Father and 
returned. Between His death and res- 
urrection He was surely with the Fa- 
ther, according to Luke rxlil, 43, 40; 
but He was on>-H!a way to- His Father1 
in His resurrection body when He ap- 
peared to Mary and called her bj 
name. Some time that day He had a; 
special interview with Peter, then the 
walk-to Emraaus with the two, and in 
the evening He appeared'in the midst 
of those who were gathered In the up- 
per room, with the doors shut for fear 
of the Jews. 
He showed' them His* 


hands anil His side* an* twice said, 
"Peace be unto you1' (xx, 19-23). He 
also commissioned- them to go in His 
name and proclaim the forgiveness of 
sins. See also Acts xlii, S3, 30 It was 
on that evening that He said, "A Spirit 
hath not flesh and bones, as ye see Me 
have; handle Me and see that it is I
